Shall America Revise Federal 


Constitution? Here's the Case 


Willis Thornton Presents Debate on Whether or Not 


Constitution Is to Be Given General Overhauling 


BV WILLIS THORNTON

WASHINGTON.—Under heavy glass in a massive marble and bronze case I 


in the'Library of Congress here are several yellowing sheets of manuscript 
with fading signatures that were affixed 148 years ago. On September 17, 1787, 
these very pages were adopted as the fundamental law under which "we, the 
people" of the United States, chose to govern ourselves. 


The document was conceived in storm and stress, was bitterly argued 


and contested before being adopted, has been interpreted, contested, amended, 
and debated ever since. 


Twnty amendments have been added since those sheets were written and 


signed. The first 10, however, were really part of the original, adopted as a 
portion of the original process of constitution making. 


In the succeeding 148 years, only 10 changes have been made. Nowton D. 


Baker has pointed out that out of 2600 proposed changes, only these 20 have 
been accepted, five rejected, and the others not regarded as sufficiently ma- 
ture even to be submitted to the people. 


It has proved one of the most durable written instrument in political 


history.

Amendments Possible 


Cut on this 148th anniversary, a movement to scrutinize this document is 


.spreading over the country. President Roosevelt himself, gravely and with 
deliberation, suggested, after the U. 'S. Supreme Court ruled that NHA violat- 
ed the Constitution, that within "five or ten years" the American people must 
re-Etudy their Constitution and determine whether basic law, devised for 18th 
cenury "horsc-and-buggy days," is suitable n every way for a 20th century 
age of machinery, power, ano! close-knit national organization. 


Following this lead, a flood of discussion instantly covered the country. 


Magazine articles, radio speeches, newspaper stories, pamphlets all aimed at 
informing people what the Constitution is, or persuading them that it ought 
or ought not be changed. 


The 148th year of the American Constitution is defintely destined to be 


one in which the people will put it under a critical microscope and determine 
whether it needs overhauling.

''Romanoff," by Leonid Soboleff, is a 


novel which attempts to explain the 
Russian revolution by offering us a 
closeranpe look at the regime which 
the revolution destroyed. It performs 
the job with a good deal of skill. 


The characters in Ihe slory are the 


officers and men on a Russian baule- 
ship; Ihe time is the spring of 1914. 
just before the declaration of war. 


We are shown, firit of all, the rigid 


and dessicated Russian casle system in 
al lits glory. The officers are the 
lords of creation; the enlistened rnen 
have no rights whatever, and are at 
the mercy of a blindly ferocious sys- 
tsm of discipline. 


This is pointed up by the account 


of a "mutiny" aboard the battleship. 
Some 30 stokers, corning off watch. 
are ordered across the open deck on 
their way to their quarters. Obeying, 
they are promptly punished for com- 
ing on deck in defiance of regulations. 
Their effort to explain is construed as 
mutiny. As a result, they are .ship- 
ped off to prison in a body. 


Once this stupid and cruel affair has 


been presented, the author shows us 
the ship when war breaks out; and 
then we see that along with its insane 
systc-m of discipline the imperial navy 
has a vast, red-tape-ridden

ciency. The battleship is useless for 
war; if it fights, it must lose, inglori- 
ously and to no purpose.
